cies the Journal steadily supported, no par- 
ticular fault is to be found with this The 
position is comparable to that in other cities. 


But what the Journal fails to tell us is how 
the unemployed are to be set at self-sustaining 
work when the industry and the 
country do not need their services, cannot in 
fact use them, and will not employ them. On 
that subject, like other exponents of orthodox 
economics, it has seemingly nothing to suggest.

Fresh vegetables ‘should be thoroughly 
cleaned with a vegetable brush under running 
water in order to remove all trace of grit or 
poison spray. The water that clings after the 
final washing usually affords sufficient moisture 
to start the cooking process, especially where 
the heavy aluminum pans are used. With a lit- 
tle care, almost any vegetable may be entirely 
cooked in practically its own juice, whether on 
top of the stove or by baking. Many vegetables 
which are commonly cooked by boiling or steam- 
ing may be given a desirable and different 
flavor by baking, such as ground beets, turnips, 
carrots, etc. The flavor may be varied by 
Slightly browning on top. 

In either boiling or baking vegetables, avoid 
over-cooking and be sparing of the water added. 
A little careful practice, with the proper cook- 
ing utensils, will more than repay you in the 
better flavor and actual benefit derived from 
fresh or canned vegetables

ANSWER: There is probably no connection 
between the removal of the gall bladder and 
the rash. The gall bladder, when infected, may 
become a regular cesspool of poison. After such 
a gall bldader is removed, the patient should 
feel better for a or two, but if the same 
habits continue which produced the gall bladder 
trouble in the first place, other symptoms and 
disorders must inevitably result. The fruit 
juice fast would probably be good for your sis- 
ter, After the fast it is especially necessary 
that she adopt a well-balanced diet and that 
constipation be evoided.

The 
vanguard detachments are trying 
not to rush ahead, in order not 
to isolate themselves. The echo- 
ing and re-echoing answers of | 
the hindmost ranks to their call 
gives them new courage The | 
roll call of the class has become 
a trial self-mobilization.
